ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 2595 below pre-COVID levels.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


3595 of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in the Counties of St. Charles, Franklin and Warren with a 
small portion to the east in St. Louis County and Jefferson County. The geography 
of this area is defined by Interstate 44, Highway 50 and Routes 94, 47, 100 and 
185. 


* Located in Washington deanery. There are 15 territorial parishes, 1 mission and 8 
elementary schools. Currently there are 14 diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


* There is a cluster of parishes around Route 47 that are within 5 miles of each other 
and two of the larger parishes are within 1.5 miles. Though the three parishes 
north of the river are five miles from each other, inclement whether makes 
travelling in this area difficult and the bridge into Franklin County has been known 
to be impassible with flooding or ice. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS AGING BUT HAS A HIGHER THAN 
AVERAGE CATHOLIC POPULATION 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 5% from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increased from 2196 in 2000 to 32% in 2020. 


2496 of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 1896. 


Median household income in the area is $62,672, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

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OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS INCREASING 


The eight elementary schools in this planning area enrolled 1,290 children in 2021, 
up 2% from 5 years before. All but two have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 1,149. 


There are 430 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 28% from 5 years earlier.

* Holy Family Mission was established in 1851 and 
became a parish in 1908. Located in a rural area of 
western Franklin County, the parish school opened in 
1877, but closed and reopened several times over the 
years finally closing in 1989. Of particular interest is 
that the parish opened a 2-year high school in 1937 
that operated for 6 years. 


In 1953, the residents of the city of Gerald petition the 
Archbishop to establish a mission church in 

Gerald. This mission was administered from 
Owensville which at the time was in the 

Archdiocese. But in 1956, when the Jefferson City 
diocese was established, responsibility for Gerald fell to 
the pastor of Holy Family who has administered the 
mission ever since. 


The parish has 128 households and its church was built 
in 1871 and seats 100. The parish operates its own 
arish cemetery. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* According to the 2020 census there are only 1953 people living in the territory of 
Holy Family parish, unchanged from 2010. There are many more people living 
in the mission territory of St. Gerald. 


* The parish has had a small growth in membership with stable baptisms, day 
school and PSR enrollment. Pre-COVID Mass attendance was strong and 
stable, but has declined in the COVID years. 


* The parish is in good financial condition with stable reserves and growing 
offertory. 


OUR SMALL PARISH AREA HAS HAD NO POPULATION 
GROWTH OVER THE PAST TWO DECADES 


* According to the 2020 census, there are only 1953 people living in 
the boundaries of Holy Family parish. This is virtually unchanged 
from 2000. 


* There are many more people living in St. Gerald territory. 


e Median household income is $53,800 which is below the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


* 16% of the resident population is Catholic which is below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%.
